Calking'Needed 


Your house will he more wa-| 
ter tight and air tight if it is ! 
properly calked!. While calking is 
a necessary item in preparing 
your house for painting, don’t do 
it only at such times. 


Inspect your home periodically 
to see if it needs calking, or if 
old seams need re-calking. As a 
new house ages, wood shrinks, 
cracks will open up around doors 
and windows. 


Calking is putty-like substance 
but differs from putty primarily 
in that it does not dry out and! 
shtink. The surface of the ma­ 
terial will acquire a skin-like .sur­ 
face, but underneath it remains 
soft and pliable and will continue 
to fill an opening in spite of con­ 
traction and expansion. 
Can Be Painted 


Calking can be painted over. 
But if you are calking raw wood, 
give the wood a coat of primer 
paint first. If you don’t the wood 
will soak up the oils in the calk­ 
ing, leaving it dried out. 


Calking keeps 
drafts and rain 
out, warm air in. lf a driving 
rain has left wet spots inside your 
home it was probably due to a 
lack of calking. 


Calk wherever horizontal and 
vertical surfaces meet, wherever 
two different materials meet and 
around any protrusion from the 
main shell of the house. 


Calk around window and door 
frames, between dormer sides and 
the roof, between steps and wall, 
around doorsills, under the win­ 
dow sill, between siding and roof, 


in all inside comers where siding 
comes together. Brickwork such 
as a chimney or a halfbrick wall 
that comes in contact with wood 
siding should be calked. 
Gun’s Bead 


Calking 
is 
generally 
applied 
with a calking gun, a device 
which looks like a grease gun 
and which forces out the calking 
in a narrow, continuous bead. 
Calking is available in a spe­ 
cial cartridge that slips into the 
gun, saving cleaning up after­ 
ward. Gun grade calking is also 
available in bulk. It’s cheaper to 


handle this way but the savings 
for the average homeowner would 
not offset the work involved in 
filling and cleaning the more ex­ 
pensive gun needed or in storing 
large quantities of calking. 
Calking is also available in a 
stiffer knife grade for application 
with a putty knife. 
Free Surface* 


Before applying calking make 
certain that surfaces are free of 
old calk and dart and are not 
greasy. If the opeing is very large, 
fill with such material as oakum 
before calking closer to the sur­ 
face. 


In addition to ordinary calk­ 
ing compound you will find spec­ 
ial compounds such as black calk­ 
ing which is an asphalt material 
to use on roofs around flashing.

If you remember to put things 
away clean you will have gone a 
long way in preventing damage. 
Grass and pruning shears are 


generally caked with dirt, oil and 
juice from the plants you’ve been 
cutting. Clean with kerosene. Fin­ 
ish up with a wire brush and 
emery cloth. File cutting edges 
so they will be sharp. Coat sur­ 
faces with oil to prevent rusting.

Community Chest Agencies: 


First Aid, Blood Programs 
Highlight Red Cross Work 


The Red Cross is chartered by 
Congress to do two things: to act 
as a medium of communication 
between U.S. military service per­ 
sonnel and their families, and to 
aid victims of storms, fires, floods 
and other disasters. 
The Red Cross of various com­ 
munities also gives supporting 
services. Outstanding among sup­ 
porting services rendered by the 
Red Cross in this vicinity are the 
first aid program in which 217 
persons earned First Aid Certifi­ 
cates from July 1, 1961, to June 
30, 1962; and the water safety 
program, in which 484 won swim­ 
ming and life sacing certificates. 
Still another project of the 
North Columbiana County Red 
Cross Chapter is the blood donor 
program under which a bloodmo- 
bile visits Salem six times a year, 
alternating monthly visit to six 


other Columbiana County points: 
throughout the year. So long as 
the local Woodmobile quota is 
maintained, or at least 90 per 
cent of it is maintained, every 
resident of this area is eligible for 
free blood in Salem hospitals or 
in other hospitals throughout the 
U.S. where the Red Cross blood 
program is in effect. 
Should a Salem resident be­ 
come in need of blood while in a 
distant hospital, he is advised to 
contact 
the 
local 
Red 
Cross 
chapter.) 
Salem Red Cross merged with 
Columbiana County Red Cross in 
1959. Of the $82,000 to be col­ 
lected in the current Salem Com­ 
munity Fund Association drive, 
$20,500 is allotted for the Salem 
Red Cross. 
In March, 1963, there will be 
a Red Cross campaign for $7,500

Cross Chapter, The total budget of 
the local chapter for the year is 
28,000. 
Of the $20,500 to go to the Red 
Cross from the Community Fund, 
42 percent must go to Red Cross 
national headquarters, w h i c h 
stands ready to serve in earth­ 
quakes, floods, fires and other 
major disasters. 
The local Red Cross is equip­ 
ped to supply the immediate needs 
of up to five families involved in 
one kind of emergency or another. 
“ Should there be a need for 
help for six or more families at 
one time, the national Red Coss 
will take over,” explains the local 
chapter executive director, Mrs. 
Hobart Butcher. 
In the year preceding June 30, 
the North Columhiana County 
Chapter gave help in 216 instances 
involving servicemen, 11 instances 
involving veterans, and 16 instan­ 
ces involving families of service­ 
men. 
In the same 12 months, the lo­ 
cal Red Cross made 115 visits to 
families of new military recruits 
to explain how Red Cross is pre­ 
pared to be of assistance to ser- 
vioemen and their families.

BECAUSE OF RECOGNITION 
of these ad olescents’ problems, 
teenage clinics hav e been spring­ 
ing u p. Sometimes it is Dr. Z him­ 
self who fills the gap by e setting 
asid e a certain d ay or d ay s for 
consu ltation with teen-agers only . 
In some of ou r larger cities a 
d octor may find that he can lim­ 
it his entire practice to teen-agers. 
Bu t by and large, it is the family 
d octor who shou ld d ev ote speci­ 
fied d ay s to this kind of work. 
One enthu siastic d octor, Arthu r 
Roth, after hav ing d ev oted more 
and more of his time to ad oles­ 
cents has written a book abou t 
the med ical problems of teen- i 
agers. “The Teen-Age Years”. J it! 
is a worthwhile book and shou ld I 
prov e helpfu l to both y ou ngsters 
and parents. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT fea­ 
tu re of a good teen-age clinic is 
th respect with which the d octor 
treats the ad olescent. He mu st 
show, too, an intimate u nd erstand ­ 
ing of the teen-agers’ problems. 
If 
it 
is 
necessary 
for 
the 
y ou ngster to see an allergist or 
other specialist the d octor sees the 
specialist first and goes ov er the 
reasons for the consu ltation. 
Ha 
tries to be present when the boy 
or girl sees the specialist — at 
least on the first v isit. 
When the d octor who has 
a 
special fond ness for teen-agers 
has mad e his ex amination and is 
read y to make his recommend a­ 
tions he d oes not call the parents 
in bu t giv es them to the y ou ng 
patient himself. 
This goes 
a long way toward 
cementing a close working rela­ 
tionship between y ou ngster and 
d octor. The emphasis is alway s 
on the y ou ng person as an ind i- 
v d u al, not on the d isease. 


TO THE SMALL CHILD or the 
ad u lt, size is not v ery important 
u nless the v ariation from the av e­ 
rage is ex treme, bu t to the teen­ 


ager it is cru cial not to be to o 
short or too tall,, to fat r 
to 
thin, or to hav e other d ev elopmen­ 
tal changes appear to soon or too 
late. To be able to conv ince these 
y u ngsters that we d id n’t all d e­ 
v elop at the same rate or in the 
same way can be a tremend ou s 
serv ice. 
Teen-agers hav e a su d d en re­ 
lease of seemingly bou nd less en­ 
ergy . They go at 
things 
hard . | 
This cau ses some parents to look 
on them as crazy , mix ed -u p kid s. 
Su ch an attitu d e d oes more harm 
than good .' 
Any thing the parents and the 
d octors can d o to make this stor­ 
my period a little 
smoother is 
well wrth d oing.
